_ Mn. Haruno Har. Lina, the Premier and 


Finance Minister of China, ina published 
statement, says that: ‘When we have 
adjusted the: finances of Chino, all other 
things con be easily settled.” Possibly ; 
but the statement is far too sanguine 
to commend itself to wide acceptance. 
The utterance’ was made in the course 
of on interview in which the Minister 


‘explained thet the main question for China 


at the moment is the reorganisation of her 
finances, and it was to undertake this task 
thathe had accepted charge, of the Ministry’ 
of Finance.. When'we have regard to the 
exceedingly parlous condition of China 
financially, with a revenue insufficient to 
meet the needs of. the Government and 
prophecies of national banlcuptey not 
wanting, the courage displayed by Hsrune 
‘Her Lixa in attempting ‘1 task of such 
\magnitude ie to be admired. His courage 
or temerity scams all the greater when it is 
remembered. how many others have been 


‘ambitious enough to take the portfolio and 


have had to retirefrom a-position which they 
found untenable. Whether he possesses 
the necessary qualifications to enable him 
to deal with tho problem, which is such w 
sorious one for China, remains to be seen, but, 
‘bis exporience in othor positions is such as to 
inspire confidenca in his ability emong a 
considerable section in. the country. At 
any rate, whether he has greater ability 
than any of bis immediate predecessors in 
office or not, there can be no doubt that he 
assumes office with more support’ than hag

been accorded any other Minister under the 
republican régime. He waa selected ‘and 
nominated by the Prxsrment himself for the 
position of Premier. “Vhis nomination was 
agreed to by the House of Tapresentatives 
and, contrary to expectition, was ¢ndorved 
by tho Senate, ao that he enters upon his 
duties with the full approval of Prxerpesr 
and Parlioment, Jn these circumstances 
Haruna Har Lina may bo said to enjoy 
Greater prospects of success than any of hig 
predecessora, This statement is made with 
a full consciousness of the condition of the 
national exchequer, impoverished as it is-hy 
the failure of the provinces to send their 
regular contributions to the capital and by 
the sovere strain imposed upon it. by the 
insurrection which baa just. been ended. 
But, as His Excollency Lt Yoaw Hune said 
in a reported interview, the revolt will have 
the result of strengthening the central 
authority aud improving the chances of a 
strong stable gavernment iu-Chinua. There 
is no doubt that Yoan Sim Kat's position 
has been improved, rather than worsened 
by the xrecont’ interuovine ‘strife.

Mr. Bing told his Worship that about 
8 a.m. on the 12th inst, Sergt, Pincott and 
a party of police boarded the Shanyoa- 
Maru to search for arms under a 
warrant. The Sergeant went direct to 
the womeys quarters in the steerage, 
taking with him two vr three Chinese 
police. The main door of this depart. 
mont was open: Inside were two 
lavatories and a large bath-room, one of 
them being locked. When Sergt. Pincott 
asked the Japanese steward for the key 
to the door which was locked, the latter 
turned round and. saw_the second defen- 
dant with the key. He handed it over, 
and the articles produced were found in 
the room. While the rooms were being 
searched, the first defendant came in and 
he was detained there by the police. As 
he went away, he took a Panama hat 
from a peg inside the lavatory where the 
arms and ammunition were found. He 
also took from the bath-room, which was 
adso in the women’s quarters, ‘some 
articles of luggage. he men’ were 
brought to the Police Station, and on the 
first defendant was found a key which 
opened the main door of the stecrage and 
also the doors of the lavatories inside. 
That, he would prove, was not the ship’s 
key of that compartment. Hé would put 
in a letter’ which ‘was found on the first 
defendant, which would probably be in 
his favour, . 

Evidence was then given by Sergeant 
Pineott, who stated that he boarded the 
vessel practically ‘as soon as she arrived 
in the Harboui,. and also hy ‘the inter- 
preter in the steerage, whe said he was 
formerly chief cook on board the Shinyo 
Maru, He deposed that all the keys to 
the steerage were hung in his room, and 
were under the charge of the steward and 
himself. He could not swear that tho 
key produced, found on the first. defen- 
dant, was the one which opened the bath- 
room door, There were women passengers: 
all the way en voute to Hongkong. 
Chinese males were. not allowed to: travel 
or live in the women’s quarters in the 
steerage unless there. were no women 
passengers. ; : 

In answer to Mr. Gardiner, witness 
said the first man was a night watchman 
in the steerage, and it would be quite 
natural for him to possess a key to these 
quarters.

Time has come in France 1s well os 
elsewhere when wo can no longer afford fo 
ignore the influence of women. Tt has 
ever been acknowledged by the refiecting 
and the wise that the power possessed 
and wielded by woman is great, and to 
be used or abused for the good or evil of 
mankind. States revolutionized, cities 
birnl. kiaga dethroned, empires over- 
thrown, unite to prove it true, In the 
pages of history woiman’s name is indel- 
ibly written, whether it be for superiarity 
ja virtue or crimes whether it he for, the 
admiration or detestation of.» world! 
Thore it is stamped—Iet' us deeply pondor 
upon it! Numberless are the examples 
in tho lessons in the’ past, whioh, in tones 
of fearful warning, speak to the hearts 
of wll Roware.” ; 

We have only. te turn to history books 
to be reminded that, a Nero was formed 
by the pernicious counsels of Woman; an 
‘Anthony Lost the‘world. by the persuasive 
arts and beauty ofa Cleopatra. A woman 
stepped forth.iu the hour of her country’s 
peril, breathed hope in the hearts. of 
despairing yarriors, and led them forth 
to conquer. Vietory perched upon her 
banners, and the Maid-of Orleang received 
the erown of martyrdom! And who could 
have caused the desolation of the fatal 
nigh! of blood, when. the guardian geniug 
of Trance: shunbered, when the alarm 
rang in the, midnight air, and tha shrieks 
of the living were mingled with tha 
agonising groans of the dying, ‘‘ piercing 
the dull ear. of night’’? Wha. but a 
woman,. base, unprincipled, ambitious 
woman. Who but a Catherine do Medici 
could thus have played upon the passions 
of a weak son, and caused him to shed 
tho blood of thousands of Huguenots, to 
gratify hor love of power! {sabella of 
Oastile was the patroness and friend of 
the great “world-fnder.”

“A. novel view of forest fires is taken hy 
Roland M. Harper, of tin Alabama 
Geological Survey, whe coucludes that 
thelr occurrence vecasionally is needed 
for the perpetuation of such forests at 
Jeast. as those of the Southern long-leaf 
pine, Such fires vary in frequency with 
the kind ‘of forest and in different re- 
gions. ‘Their. effect in general is to keep 
fdown underbrush and trees with thin 
bark or low branches, and thus to favour 
' the growth of trees with thick bark and 
tluar trunks, such as most of the pines. 
They may also, destroy some injurious 
insects. Fires in, Northern forests are
